Much surprise was expressed toda) 
when it was revealed that the 19-year- 
old Japanese, mild mannered and ap- 
parently kindly, had once edited a 
school weekly in which he urged pro- 
tection for children and animals. He 
has confe:sed the atrocious crime 
against. the banker's son. 

It was pointed out that the case 
presented many features paralleling 
those of the kidnaping and murder of 


little Marian Parker by William E.

Boston, September 24.—(4)—Two 
Suspects were being held by the police

AUSTRALIAN DOCK

Melbourne, Australia. September 
24.—()—The strike of waterside 
workers, which has largely tied up 
Australian shipping since Jast Wed- 
nesday, was in process of dissolution 
today. Interstate delegates of the 
maritime and transport Jabor unions 
met here to consider calling off the 
strike, while hundreds of “volunteer 
workers” labored at loadin overseas 
vessels under police protection. 

The union leaders said their chief 
obstacle to an ending of the walkout 
was the unwillingness of their mem- 
hers to work in company with the 
“volunteers.” Yet under the federal 
transport workers. act, passed on Sat- 
urday, the volunteers are assured con- 
tinuity of work.

by Ellery Sedgwick, editor of the At- 
lantic Monthly, in a radio talk.

“Let us honestly prefer the republican 
promise of good business or the dem- 
ocratic plea for fair dealing.

But let us not 
try to fool our own souls by voting be- 
fore the world for a secret reason which 
the more decent of us dare scarcely 
eyen murmur to ourselves.”

Dies 


in Honduran Exile 


| New Orleans, September 24.—(4/)— 


A life that had run the gamut of al- 
most every human emotion was 
brought to an end today when Major 
Edward A. Burke died at Tegucigal- 
pa. Honduras. 

Starting low, he rose high and then 
sank down to the depths to pull him- 
self part way back, but dying with a 
stigma upon his name. 

His place of death also had been 
his place of exile to which he had 
fled 40- years ago in front of an em- 
bezzlement indictment charging him 
with appropriating Louisiana _ state 
funds to his personal uses while state 


treasurer. 
Old and Feeble. 


Entrenched in Honduras, which re- 
fused to surrender him to the United 
; States, the major grew old and feeble 
in his efforts to have the blemish re- 
‘moved from his record of gallantry 
in the civil war and service to the 
state of Louisiana. After numerous 
failures, his friends in the states fi- 
nally succeeded in having the indict- 
ment quashed last February, but Ma- 
jow Burke still refused to return un- 
less he officially was declared inno- 
cent of the charges. 

While waiting he died and his body 
probably will be interred in his adopt- 


ed land. 

Forty Major Burke, 
flushed with repeated honors by _ his 
state, surrounded by intluential 
friends and with substantial personal 
fortune, sailed from New Orleans to 
London, to interest British capital in 
Honduran mineral lands. 

Indictment Returned. 
While there a grand jury returned 
an indictment against him on charges

of misappropriating 4200,000. Louis- 
iana was amazed and the major also 
professed amazement when the news 
reached him and declared he would 
return to face the charges. 

But the major never returned. In- 
stead he went to Honduras and stayed 
there to his dying day. The last 
Louisiana ever saw of him was when 
he took ship on that bright day. 

Major Burke held a warm spot in 
the hearts of Louisianans, as he was 
given credit with doing more _ for 
Louisiana during the reconstruction 
days than any other one man. Be- 
fore him and his band, the carpet- 
baggers and freed negroes were put to 
rout and. Louisiana’s officialdom was 
reclaimed for the southern white race. 

Friend of Davis. 

He and President Davis, of the 
Confederacy. enjoyed a warm friend- 
ship beginning with the adoption of 
Burke's plan for transportation 
sguthern supplies and troops 
the war. Besides his _ political 
military activities, Burke also 
prominent as a railroad official 
the south. 

Employing his magnetic personality 
in Honduras, Major Burke soon _ be-

When the government by law ex- 
tends protection to an industry, it 
‘fas the inherent right to regulate the 
profits of that industry. Even when 
by law a corporation is created, it se- 
| cures an existence by virtue of a grant 
from tlre whole people. The govern- 
'ment and the power that makes such 
'a grant has the right to determine the 
, sort of life it shall live and to regu- 
| late the profits it shall take from the 
people. 
| These ideas have been neglected in 
_ the past in the regulation of eur eor- 
| porations aud protected industries. The 
, time has now arrived when that great 
fundamental question can not longer 
be ignored. 

Congress has jurisdiction over all 
interstate and foreign commerce. It 
has ample power to regulate all cor- 
porations and all proteeted industries 
engaged in such commerce. It has 
ample power to prevent such corpora- 
tions and protected industries from 
becoming an oppressive and extortion- 
ate monopoly upon the people. 

I have a bill for such a purpose as 
I have just indicated under. prepara- 
tion now. I will soon present it for 
‘consideration of congress. I cannvt 
say yet what disposition congress may 
make of the subject. I have not con- 
ferred with anyone yet on’ the matter 
and so cannot make any prophecy, but 
I believed that the remedy I propose 
would be a just and proper one,

A friend mails me a copy of a lit- 
tle green pocket manual on “First 
Aid and Resuscitation” issued by the 
American Gas association and the 
National Electric Light association,

GIVES POSITIVE DIAGNOSIS. 
Tests for Tuberculosis. 

“T went with a boy friend for two 
months, saw him almost every day, 
danced with him and kissed him. He 
has just died of tuberculosis, and he 
did not even know he had it. I have 
had my lungs examined by a doctor 
and he econld~ find nothing wrong 
with them. I did not tell him of my 
friend. Is there anything else I can 
do to make sure if I have contracted

“WORRIED.” 

You must always tell your doctor 
everything relating to your case, Wor- 
ried. Had you done so he might have 
given you the tuberculin skin test. 
This is made by a tiny scratch of the 
skin, not sufficient to draw _ blood, 
through a drop of tuberculin. Tu- 
berculin is a liquid in which tuberele 


bacilli have grown and have been fil-| 
tered off, just leaving a little of the! 


poison of the germ. If the test is 
positive, there will be a little area 
of redness around the spot in 12 to 
24 hours. 


If it is positive, “it may or may 


not mean that your recent exposure 
is the cause, for a Jarge percentage 
of healthy individuals will have a 
positive reaction from some old infec- 
tion that never has’.been active for 
the resistance has been strong enough 
to wall the germs off. In the presence 
of symptoms of tuberculosis, however, 
it is diagnositic of the disease. 

As you have no-~ symptoms, the 
thing for you to do is to forget the 
occurrence, for worry will lower your 
resistance. Live hygienically and get 
plenty of sleep and outdoor exercise 
and a correct diet. Above all things, 
(on’t try to reduce ‘to the extreme 
slenderness which young girls today 
seem to favor, for that means a de- 
ficient diet. And a deficient diet is 
undoubtedly the cause of the increase 
of tuberculosis among young girls.

In an old hymn that is never 
sung nowadays, heaven was described 
as a place:

It is unlikely that an endless suc- 
cession of chureh services and an eter-

The interest in it is unabated. The 
trading is enormous, and the prevail- 
ing optimism is unrepressed by tight 
money or occasional reactions. Talk- 
ing the other day with a friend who 
was heayily long of stocks, I ventured 
to remark that the advance could 
not continue forever. His answer was: 

“Why not? The existence of the 
federal reserve system makes panics 
impossible, and corporate earnings 
show a constant increase. Why should 
they not be reflected by a constant 
advance in the prices of corporate se- 
curities ?” 

When I replied by quoting Baron 
Rothschild’s observation that “the 
trees never grow to the skies,’-I was 
told that this was a new era and that 
Rothschild knew nothing of America 
in the twentieth century. 

And so the boom goes merrily on. 

One prominent speculator, now in 
Europe, is said to have spent over 
$25.000 in a week for trans-Atlantic 
telephone calls to his New York stock 
broker, and the stock market is the 
chief subject of conversation wherever 
men, and women, too, come together 
in the larger cities of the east.

Of whether this is also true of the

In the circumstances it may be ad- 
visable to run with the tide. at least 
until it commences to ebb, but com- 
mon sense suggests the wisdom of 
watching carefully for anything that 
indicates a reversal of the current. 
Meantime, there is no denying that 
business in the United States is im- 
proving, and that everyone except the 
farmers seems to have money to spend 
and is spending it. 

With the opening of the autumn 
season the luxury shops in New York 
appear to be getting. very busy, and 
all the indicia of “bread and butter’ 
trade are encouraging. 

Car loadings and railroad earnings 
continue to run ahead of last year. 
Chain stores and the mail order con- 


cerns report a further increase in 
sales. The Tron Trade Review says 
that the steel tonnage. passing through 
the mills last week was the largest 
of the year. Automobile production in 
August attained a new high record, 
and manufacturers are predicting that 
both sales and output will continue 
to increase in the future, Copper is up 
to 15 cents, and, although the market 
for this particular metal appears to 
be well under control, there is no 
doubt that the demand is increasing. 

The cotton textiles are still some- 
what behind the procession, but Worth 
Street admits a slight improvement, 
and manufacturers are insisting upon 
relatively full prices. Some decrease 
in the new building planned or con- 
tracted for is admitted by .the stat- 
isticians of the industry, but the re- 
duction is seasonal and it is not: re- 
garded as significant. The oil pro- 
ducers seem to have recovered control 
of production, and the oil stocks re- 
flect the expectation of better profits 
and less waste. 


If all the Amerfean captains of in- 
dustry and finance could be interro- 
gated, it is probable that*most of 
them would say that the outlook was 
favorable. The coal operators would, 
however, be an exception, as they are 
still contending with the competition 
of oil, and the New England cotton 
manufacturers would probably assert 
that the recovery of their industry 
was impossible unless wages were re- 
duced. Proof of this belief is to he 
found in the strike at New Bedford, 
which is still unsettled, as well as in

But this roseate picture of the in- 
dustrial situation Jleses something of 
its co'or when it is brought into com- 
parison with the condition of the 
farmers and the comparatively low 
prices to which wheat, corn, cotton, 
potatoes, fruit and many oftlfer agri- 
cultural staples have fallen.

In Europe there have been but few 
new developments that have any im- 
portant bearing upon conditions here. 
It is said that more than 8,000,000 
spindles have agreed to join the cot- 
ton mill consolidation that is being 
planned in Lancashire, but no defi- 
nite announcement fo the merger has 
as vet been made. If it is consum- 
mated, the stabilization of  eotton 
prices may be less difficult, but the 
question of whether the American pro- 
ducer will be benefited by the stabili- 
ty is an open one. But with such ab- 
stractions, American business men are 
not concerning themselves at present, 
for they confidently believe in good 
times from now until the election and 
for at least two months thereafter. 

The storm which has cost so many 
lives in Porto Rico and Florida, which 
has destroved property valued at 
$150,000,000, is, of course, deplorable, 
and those who have suffered by it 
have the sympathy of the entire eoun- 
try.
